i.xcro.v A.M) Ohfgon. —The rt'cd, Pliracimitr.s l^(nullnlnl.<<, occurs only 
in scatti'rcd localities in western Washington and Oregon. The 
writer had betui engaged in Ht'ld work in Washington tor twenty 
years when, in .Inly, B)20 (in company with Dr. .A. P. 1 )achuowski- 
Stokes), lu‘ first found this plant growing west of th<‘ Cascade Moun¬ 
tains. 

.At this time a vigorous patch of this plant, cov(*ring an ari'a about 
.')(M) by 100 f(‘et, was found growing along Mercer slough east of Lake 
Washington and only a few miles from .S'attle. Peat formed by this 
reed was foiinil in the culti\atcd ari'a bordering this patch of growing 
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Norton,—Plantago aivnaria at Portland, Maine 
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Lake W ashington and the waters of this slough were lowered 
seven feet in 191 (> at the time of the opening of the ship eanal, and 
the growth of this plant in this plaee ha<l evid<‘ntly been more ex¬ 
tensive before tlu> lowering of the water level. 

Specimens were collected at this place by the writer in August, 
1929, and these have been i<IentiHed at the I . S. National Herbarium, 
the Mi.ssouri Botanical (iarden, the New ^ ork Botanical (larden, and 
the Field Mu.seum of Natural History. .\ specimen has l)een <l<‘po.s- 
ite<i at each of these places and also in the herbarium at the M\i.seum 
of the I’niversity of Washington. It was found that there was 
already a specimen in this herbarium collected at “Lake Washing¬ 
ton ” October, 191(‘), ))y Mr. Kalian. 

(Orrespondence and consultation with otlier botanists has brought 
out the fact that it has been collected at two other places in w«'st(“rn 
Washington (llwaco, bS(S'), and Lake Ozette, 1927) and at tour 
])lac(‘s in western Oregon (Sauvies Island, 1S77; Blind .Slough, (dat- 
sop County, 1903; Brooks, Marion County, 1922; Lake Laliish, 40 
miles south of Portland, 192tt). 

Mr. W. N. Suk.sdorf, of Bingen, Washington, wlm has collected 
])lants in tlie state for more than forty years, writes that lu* has 
never collected this species west of the Cascades. He stat<“s that 
the plant fornu'rly occurred at Bingen but disajipeared years ago as 
the land was brought into cultix ation, and that he knows ot only one 
place (8 miles west of Bingen) where it is abundant now. 

Mr. J. B. Flett, who has also collected in Washington for many 
years, writes that In* has never seen this species in western Washing¬ 
ton. 

d'he e.xperienci' of these two botanists and ot the other botanists 
who have kindly contributed information confirms the experience of 
the writer and indicates that this reed Inis played a much smaller 
part in the development of plant communities in western Washington 
and Oregon than it has in many other parts of North .\nu“rica.—
